ter transacted. Next to the cashier’s room, and 
towards Third street, is the “ladies’ department," 
which is fitted up with an eve to the comfort and

streets, are the large boxes for the newspaper 
press; and for the more complete accommodation 
of the ‘‘Fourth Estate,” aud through it the public 
at large, they will he accessible at all hours of 
the day and night. Next to this is the “stamp 
department” window, where stamps and stamped 
envelopes may be purchased. Next to this, aud 
fronting Third street, is the “box delivery” and 
the locked "drawers,” presenting, with the ample 
space in front of them, a very handsome appear- 
uuce. Still further beyond this, and near the rear 
of the building ou Third street, aud permanently 
separated by a false door from the "box delivery," 
is the “German delivery;” next to this is the 
"general letter delivery,” aud at the extreme 
southern end is the "general newspaper de- 
livery.”

If there is a decent man in Louisville who was 
not sufficiently disgusted with modern Know 
Nothingism to turn bis back upon it forever, in 
consequence of the outrages iu the First Ward 
last Monday, to say nothing of other parts of the 
city, let him reflect upon what was done yester- 
day and we think he will be satisfied Thomas 
Batman has been refused a certificate of election 
and Wm K. Thomas offered one, by a species of 
knavery that ought to disgrace forever every one 
connected with it. 

The law required that Hon. Edward Garland, 
W P. D. Mcgowan and Charles M Thruston, 
should examine the poll kooks and give certifi- 
cates of election to the successful candidates. — 
Thruston and Megowan, for reasons not known to 
us, declined to serve as commissioners. These 
men being out of the way, left room for tools that 
could be used. Joseph Clement and Samuel Mat- 
lack, two Know Nothing magistrates of the school 
intense, took their places in the commissioner’s 
board. Their plan of operations was made known 
to Judge Garland, the remaining commissioner, 
and he promptly refused to act with them upon 
any such kuavish basis. When Judge Garland 
lettthe board, Clement and Matlack had things 
their own way, and they fixed up matters as they 
were never arranged before in this wide world. 

The poll books showed that Batman was elected 
over Thomas by a clear and indisputable majority. 
The work to be done by Clement and Matlack 
was to overcome this majority. They took hold o f 
the books with the intention of defeating Batman 
and electing Thomas. Their ingenuity invented 
• he means of doing this, but they concluded 
that it would be best, at first, to make a tie vote 
between Batmau and Thomas, and they did it. 
The following is the manner in which they made 
the tie vote 

They ruled out of the count of votes all of the 
Third Ward and the Gilman precinct poll books, 
except the last page. They then ruled out one 
page of the poll book of the Second District of 
the Eighth Ward; one page from the book of the 
Two Mile House ; one page from the book of 
the First District of the Second Ward; two page? 
from the Brunerstown book, and one page from 
the book of the First District of the First Ward 
When these pages were stricken out the vote be- 
tween Batman and Thomas was pronounced by 
them to be equal. 

They made known their decision of the tie vote, 
and some who heard it then understood why so 
many jail clique Know-Nothing? have been seen 
of late overhauling the poll books through seals 
and against law. Their tie vote decision, however, 
did not give entire satisfaction. They abandoned 
it and held another election By this last election 
Clement and Matlack elected Thomas by two 
votes. What they will do next, the Lord only 
knows, unless the devil has some knowledge of 
their designs. 

Late last night we received from the Jouma 
office, the head quaiters of jail cliquery, a note sug- 
jesting that Thomas would decline the office to 
which Clement and Matlack had elected him by 
i wo votes. Later we received for publication a 
card over Thomas' own signature, declining the 
office. Still later a messenger came from Thomas 
and withdrew his card of declination until to-mor- 
raorrow, alleging as a reason, that Monroe would 
ire sworn in to morrow, and that Thomas wauted 
to address his resignation to him instead of to 
Garland. 

Now, was there ever such a piece of work done 
beneath the broad canopy of heaven ? Has any 
man ever read or heard of such conduct? Is it 
not enough to disgust every decent man, no mat- 
ter to what party he belongs v If it is not a dose 
that will turn the stomach of every true Ameri- 
can in the city, we shall be greatly mistaken. We 
do not think that honest Americans can stand such 
official conduct as this. Matlack and Clement 
will be remembered when they come before the 
people for re-election. As to tbeir disgraceful 
decision, it amounts to nothing. Batman will get 
bis office if be has to go to law for it. 

We publish in another column the official vote 
■first made out by Clement and Matlack. It will 
>e seen that Batman and Thomas each have 3,225 
votes, according to tbeir first report. The 
old hero of the Thames and New Orleans was the 
choice of a grateful people, by a majority of 76 
votes, but Clement and Matlack held another 
election, and gave Thomas as many votes as Bat- 
man received. They then held another election, 
and made Thomas beat bim two votes. What

What 
is known in America can at once be known in 
Europe, and in the course of time the same thing 
will be true of Asia and Africa, and the countless 
islands in the midst of the waters that encircle the 
globe. 

In times of peace the Atlantic cable will minister 
to the interests of commerce, manufactures, the 
arts, and all things that make nations great and in- 
dividuals useful to society. In times of war it wilj 
exert a migbtv influence upon the armies and na- 
vies that pour out blood and exhaust treasure. In 
times of famine and pestilence and national dis- 
aster, it will tend to the alleviation of suffering 
nations as well as individuals. In few words, this 
great and glonous triumph of art will exert an in- 
fluence upon the world, which has not been known 
aince the invention of printing, the mari- 
ner’s compass, and the application of steam 
to the movement of machinery upon land and the 
propelling of vessels upon water. li is a success - 
ful enterprise, out of which the mightiest results 
are to coma for the good of mankind.

Disfranchisement of 700 Voters- 

By the juggling yesterday of a couple of self- 
stultified commissioners of election, over seven 
hundred legal certified voters in the city of Louis- 
ville and county of Jefferson were disfranchised. 
These commissioners, no doubt prompted by oth- 
ers worse than they are, threw out the vote of the 
Third Ward, and other places, from some infor- 
mality on the part of the clerks, by which the 
votes for jailer were declared a tie between Bat- 
man and Thomas. Will the honest voters of 
Louisville suffer themselves to be disfranchised in 
this summary manner ? Will the people of Louis- 
ville submit to such despicable trickery ? 

The Third Ward is particularly marked out for 
persecution, it beiug fully determined that the 
free will of the people iu that ward shall not be 
expressed. In the spring election for councilmen, 
an undoubted majority was given in the Third 
Ward for the Democrats, but the judges burned 
the ballots, and declared the Know Nothings elect- 
ed. Now the ward gives another majority for the 
Democrats, and the entire vote of the ward is 
unceremoniously thrown out, though duly certi- 
fied to by the judges, clerk and sheriff'. 

The Rejected Poll Books 

The following is the law under which Matlack 
and Clement are supposed to have acted in the 
election they held yesterday in behalf of Thomas 
and against Batman: 

Each clerk, in the presence of the judges, shall 
sign his name at the foot of every page of the 
poll book a* the election progresses, so that the 
same may be identified. 

This law does not say that t tie commissioners 
shall reject the pages that the clerk has not 
signed. By what authority did these sapient 
magistrates reject such pages as did uot suit them, 
and retain such as did suit them:- Will they in- 
form us of the law under which they acted? Was 
it a provision of the Plug Ugly Code? 

The Vote for Clerk of the Court of Appeals

ties Kevill gains 1,782 and loses 1,068, as com- 
pared with the vote of Garrard and Jones las 
year.

The 
steamer Niagara arrived at Trinity Bay yesterday. 
The cable will be landed to-day. The signals 
work perfectly throughout the cable.

Trinity Bat, Aug. 5.— The Atlantic telegraph 
lleet sailed front Queenstown on Saturday, July 17, 
and met in mid oceau on the 2Sth. The cable was 
splice-1 at I o'clock P. M., on Thursday, the “9th, 
and the vessels then separated, the Agamemnon 
and \ alorous hound to Valencia Island, and the 
Niagara and Gorgon for this place, where the lat- 
ter arrived yesterday, end this morning the end of 
the cable will be landed. It is 1,688 nautical, or 
1,850 statute tnile9 from the telegraph house at 
the head of Valencia Harbor and tbe telegraph 
house at the Bay of Bull's Arm, Trinity Bay, and 
for more than two thirds of this distance the water 
is over two miles in depth. 

The cable has beeu paid from the Agamemnon 
at about tbe same speed as from the Niagara. The 
electrical signals are sent and received through 
the whole cable perfectly; Ihe machinery for pav- 
ing out the cable worked most satisfactorily, and 
was not stopped for a single moment. 

Captain Hudson, of tbe Niagara, eulogises every 
one on board. The engineers, electricians, and of- 
ficers of tbe ship, and, in fact, every man on board 
the telegraph fleet has exerted himself to the ut- 
most to make the expedition successful, and, by 
the blessing of Divine Providence, succeeded. 

After the end of the cable has been landed and 
connected with the land line telegraph, and tbe 
Niagara discharged some cargo_belonging to the 
telegraph company, she will go to St. Johns for 
coals, and then proceed at once to New York.

— Advices from Leavenworth 
to the 2d, per U. S. express to Boonville on the 
4th, state that the whole vote in Leavenworth on 
the proposition for the uumission of Kansas as a 
State, was 1,749, of which 139 were for proposi- 
tion accepted, and 1,610 for proposition rejected.

The Galveston Civilian says, that from present 
indications cotton picking will be general through 
Texas by the 1st of August.

The Kivek was slowly receding last evening, 
with 4 feet 3 inches water in the ranal by the 
mark — equal to over 5 feet water. During the 
previous 24 hours the river had fallen 2 inches. 
The weather during a portion of the afternoon was 
as warm as it had been at any previous time this 
season, the thermometer in the shade indicating 
93. It then clouded up. with indications of rain, 
accompanied with much lightning, aud the weath- 
er in the evening was much cooler. 

At Pittsburgh there were a little over 4 feet 
water yesterday, aud at Cincinnati the river was 
slow ly' receding. The rise at Pittsburgh will let 
out the fleet of light propellers which bad been 
detained by sand bars. 

We regret to hear that Capt McGill, of the R 
H. Winslow, has lost oue of his childreu, a son. 

There is to be a change of the water marks at 
Pittsburgh, so that the exact depth of water eau 
be arrived at and relied upon. 

The hull of the Rate Sarchet is lying at Evans- 
ville, with a cabin in process of building on it. 

At Pittsburgh, on Tuesday, there were no arri- 
vals nor departures, and nothiug doing on the 
landing. All looked desolate, but the recent rise 
at that poiut will probably start out a few of the 
light craft. 

The Diana, which arrived from New Orleans 
yesterday afternoon, brings the latest intelligence 
from the South. Her officers report the Missis 
sinpi falling all the way, at all points, it having 
fallen one foot at Memphis, from the late rise out 
of the Upper Mississippi. That freshet had caus- 
ed the river to rise four feet at Memphis. 

At N atchez, the river had fallen fifteen inches 
up to Fridar evening last, and at all points above 
the river had at last receded to within its banks, 
and the planters were busily engaged planting 
corn. 

The Diana encountered a fearful storm in the 
neighborhood of New Madrid, the earthquake re- 
gion. but owing to her strength of build, she rode 
out the storm in perfect safety. The Alvin Adams 
was a short distance behind the Diana, but wheth- 
er she sutlered any damage or not was not known. 
The chimney of the Tavlor House at Cairo was 
struck by lightning and demolished.
